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Editors Visit Berlin, Write Open Letter to Khrushchev 


(ED ITO R'S NOTE—Paul Miller, president of the Gannett Newspa- 
papers, and Walker Stone, editor-in-chief of the Scripps-Howard News­ 
papers. have been close friends from college days in Oklahoma, 35 
years ago. and professional rivals since. Together with other repre­ 
sentatives of the American Society of Newspaper Editors they inter­ 
viewed Prem ier Khrushchev in Moscow on July 13 And, together, they 
went to Berlin this week and joined in this letter to Prem ier Khrush­ 
chev.) 


B E R LIN if!—An open letter from Berlin, July 24, 19 62, to: 
His Excellency, Nikita S. Khrushchev 
C hairm an. Council of M inisters 
Moscow, lj.S .S R- 
D ear Mr. C hairman: 
A little more than a week ago. with a group of IO other American 
newspaperm en, we sat with you in the Kremlin and listened attentively 
to your views on how to soive the problem of Berlin in a way which 
you believed would contribute to the happiness and security of the 
Germ an people and ease the tensions between the U S S R. and the 
United States and its allies. 
Neither of us had been in Berlin for several years. We did not 
know how Berliners felt. So. on coming here after leaving the cor­ 
dial hospitality of the Soviet Union, it seem ed logical to ask the 
people of Berlin, both E ast and West, whether they agreed with 
your ideas and welcomed your proposals. 
This is a report to you. our host in Moscow, as well as our news­ 
paper readers in America, on what we heard—and saw. 
First, let it be emphasized that we did not talk with Mayor Willy 
Brandt nor anv officials of West Berlin. Nor did we talk with Herr 


Ulbricht or any officials of E ast Berlin or East Germany. But for the 
better part of two days we roam ed the streets of both West and E ast 
Berlin, ranging both sides of the wall that has been erected to divide 
this great city, and talked with G erm ans willing to talk. 
Using several different interpreters, we talked with people of such 
varied occupations as manual w orkers, clerks, students, lawyers, sec­ 
retaries, businessm en, border guards, nurses, housewives and of course 
taxi drivers who seem to be the common denominator of public opinion 
in all countries whatever the social system . 
For these conversations we took along the official Soviet Union 
transcript of our Kremlin interview on July 13. and we read from 
that document the statem ents and suggestions you made. 


We told these people that we believe an accurate sum m ary of your 
ideas and proposals can be expressed this way: 
1. The last vestiges of the w ar which ended 17 years ago should 
be wiped out by a peace treaty. 
2. 
The Soviet Union proposes to sign such a treaty with the gov­ 
ernment of E ast Germany and you are hopeful that it will be signed 
or acquiesced to by the United States. Great Britain and France. 
3. 
Such a treaty should establish what is now known as West 
Berlin as what you call a “ free city.” 
4. 
Such a solution must, in your view, include the withdrawal of 
U.S., U.K. (British), and French troops from West Berlin. 
5 
The people of Berlin would then feel m ore secure, more con­ 
fident of the future, and be happier. 
6 
Unless all this occurs. West Berlin will “ wither on the v in e ” 
Mr. Chairm an, we hope you will he interested in the opinions 
of the people with whom we talked. We were. 


In America, actions of governments are dictated by judgm ents 
of the people. 
When we read your statement that the Germ ans pf Berlin would 
be “ much more at ease” and enjoy “ prospects for further develop­ 
m ent” if a peace treaty were signed and Western troops withdrawn. 
we could hardly finish before the person being interviewed would 
exclaim “ nom.” 
This m eans the sam e as the Russian “ m et ” 
When we asked if they would sleep easier if Allied troops with­ 
drew from Berlin, they said: 
“ Nein. In 30 days Russia would gobble up Berlin ” 
When we asked if a peace treaty would reassure them. a West 
Berlin policeman at the wall said, ‘ You Am ericans of all people 
should know how’ little is the meaning of such prom ises." 
Berliners, with the hitter first-hand experience of two dictator­ 


s h i 
p s —Hitler's and Stalin’s—behind them say they are not fooled 
by propositions for a Soviet-stvle “ peace.” 
Thev say they can see for them selves what this “ peace” m eans 
for their own relatives just a few blinks away in F ast Berlin. Iii their 
conversations with us they left no doubt that they fear the sam e fate 
if the American soldiers and their allies quit the city. Those arc no 
longer “ occupation” troops in the minds of the Berliners with whom 
we talked but rather “ our protectors.” 
We talked with a Lutheran nun. standing on the west side of 
the wall waving at a window a block aw av from which she hoped 
a friend on the east side was watching. 
We talked with a middle- 
aged housewife, teetering tearfully on a parapet, waving and hop­ 
ing her aged mother would see her from an apartment half a block 
across the wall. These and all the others said “ nein." 


We talked with a woman more than 70 years old in E ast Berlin— 
and she was perhaps the most vehement of ail in insisting that there 
must be no yielding, else all hope for her and G erm any’s rem aining 
freedom tx? lost. 
Mr. Chairman, we wonder if you have ever seen the w all? It is 
impossible to envisage it otherwise. 
The wall takes many form s. The 26 m iles between E ast and West 
Berlin is a continuous barricade of houses with bricked-in window’s, 
garden walls with broken glass scattered on top, barbed wire, guarded 
stretches of canal where fleeing East Berliners have been shot by 
East Berlin guards. 
For long stretches jagged barriers of iron and 
steel back up heavy masonry. Spotlights rake wide areas at night. 
Let us particularly describe one section, that in the Wedding 
District of northern East Berlin. 
There blocks of E ast German apartment buildings face west on 
a street dividing E ast and West Berlin. When residents saw that 
E ast Berlin was to he fenced in. some of them escaped by jum p­ 
ing from second and third story windows into m ats held by West 
Germ an firemen. 
Those apartment houses then were ordered evacuated. For blocks, 
the w ind ow s of every building were sealed with bricks and concrete. 
Som e persons desperately leaped from seven-story roofs. There are 
w reaths and m arkers where East Berliners crashed to their deaths on 
the sidewalks. Finally, barbed wire was strung on the roofs. 
Truly, Mr. Chairman, you have to see it to believe it. 
We 
hope you will come and have a look.

On the other hand. Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko accused 
the Western powers of blocking prog­ 
ress. He said they sought through 
their disarm am ent proposals to cre­ 
ate a paradise for the spies of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


Gromyko declared the Soviet Union 
will never open up its military bases 
for inspection by international d is­ 
armam ent team s even if the United 
States offers to do so. 


In this connection, Rusk said he 
understood the Soviet position 
He 
said the United States is an open 
society, w hereas the Soviet Union 
has “ obsessions with secrecy which 
lock the door to disarm am ent.” 


Gromyko addressed 
the opening 
session of the disarm am ent confer­ 
ence last week. He stated bluntly 
that so far the conference has “ not 
really moved the cause of disarm a­ 
ment one step forward.

Sen. Henry 
Dworshak 
Dead at 67 


WASHINGTON < /P)—Ida­ 
ho's Republican Sen. Henry 
C. Dworshak, a staunchy con­ 
servative voice on Capitol Hill 
since 19 39 , is dead of a heart 
attack at 67. 


His wife found him unconscious 
Monday night in the bedroom of their 
apartm ent and he was dead oil ar­ 
rival at Georgetown University Hos­ 
pital. A son, Ward C. Dworshak, said 
the 
senator 
had 
suffered 
heart 
trouble in recent years. 


Funeral services will be held at 
2 p m. ED T Thursday in the F t 
Meyer chapel 
in 
nearby 
Virginia 
with 
burial 
in 
Arlington 
National 
Cemetery. The senator served over­ 
seas in World War I. 


Dworshak was the fourth conserva­ 
tive Republican senator to die within 
eight months. The others were Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire, who died 
last November, Andrew Schoeppel of 
Kansas, who died in Jan u ary, and 
Francis C ase of South Dakota, who 
died last month. 


Alignment 


Dworshak’s death left the Senate 
alignment at 64 D em ocrats and 35 
Republicans. 


Speculation arose that Gov. Robert 
E. Sm ylie, the Republican nominee 
for a third four-year term as gov­ 
ernor of Idaho, might resign and 
arrange to lie appointed Dworshak's 
successor in the Senate. 


The death apparently m eans there 
will be an election this fall in Idaho 
to fill the four years remaining iii 
Dworshak’s term. 


Dworshak was one of the Senate's 
hardest workers. In the 19 53-54 Con­ 
gress he answered every one of the 
261 roll calls. 


He also was one of the Senate’s 
mast consistent conservatives. 


Kennedy Rebukes 
Soviets for Tests 


WASHINGTON (/P> — With Europeans watching and 
listening as he spoke, President Kennedy rebuked the Soviet 
Union for testing nuclear weapons, reported no recent prog­ 
ress on Berlin and promised not to reduce the value of the 
dollar.

They did not hear Kennedy’s open­ 
ing statem ent, when he took note of 
the occasion and described T elstar’s 
capacity for speedy communications 
as " a veiv essential requirement for 
peace.” The understanding it can 
cultivate, he said, is bound to en­ 
hance the security and well-being of 
people everywhere. 
They were on the receiving end. 
however, when he said “ the world 
plunges 
deeper 
into 
uncertainty” 
with the new Soviet round of nuclear 
tests. 
The 
United 
States, 
he de­ 
clared, is “ very reluctant to test” 
again and will not unless the Soviet 
series develops what he considers a 
further threat to Allied security. 
Hear Domestic Issue 
Europeans also heard the President 
engage briefly in a domestic La-sue, 


saying Congress should stay in ses­ 
sion until it acts on important legisla­ 
tion. 


The ocean-spanning segment of the 
conference began as Kennedy was 
.summing 
up his view of current 
prospects for a Berlin settlement: 
“ We hope that an accord can be 
reached. We continue to try to reach 
one. But we have not made progress 
recently forw ard.” 
It closed as he was in the midst 
of contending refusal to cash dollars 
for gold “ would be the most back­ 
ward step the United States has 
taken since the end of the second 
World W ar.” He predicted the inflow 
and outgo of gold would be balanced

Q—Is it all right to store baby 
foods In cans in a refrigerator? 
opened four cans of vegetables last 
week and the insides were black. I 
threw them away and my husband 
said I was wasteful. How often can 
y ou recook vegetables before they 
lose their nutrition? And can y ou 
advise as to what I can add to milk 
to induce a child under one to drink? 
A—You may safely store foods in 
y our refrigerator in their original 
containers so long as y ou do not 
contaminate the contents by leav­ 
ing them ex posed too long or by 
handling or tasting them. And so 
long as the refrigerator is kept at the 
required temperature. 
You were right to reject the con­ 
tents of blackened cans, but y ou 
should not have thrown them away . 
Instead, y ou should have returned 
them to the store where they were 
purchased to get a money refund. 
And the storekeeper should have lieen 
informed to remove other cans of the 
same lot from his shelves until health 
officers made an investigation. 


As to recooking vegetables: 
Measure out just about what y ou 
think will be eaten at table, lf econ­ 
omy 
is 
important, 
underestimate 
rather than overestimate. Prepare 
y our vegetables in a pressure cooker 
with a minimum of water. Keep 
drained water for soup stock or 
gravy as it contains vitamins and 
minerals. 


If y our children want more vege­ 
tables ,it’s only a matter of a few 
moments wait until y ou can pre­ 
pare more, lf they don’t eat what 
y ou serve them, make them go with­ 
out dessert or in-between snacks. 
And a little chocolate or vanilla 
flavor will tempt y our child to drink 
the milk. 
Q—I had a cancer taken off my 
face four y ears ago. Radium was 
used. Will that prevent me from 
having a normal child now? I am 
41 y ears old. 
A—Certainly 
not. 
In 
fact, 
y ou 
needn’t have waited this long. The 
radium application could not have 
had any significant influence on any 
organ whose function is concerned 
with impregnation or development of | 
the child.

Assess Economy 
While the administration and the 
Congress debate whether to “do 
something,” such as cut tax es or 
speed up federal spending, business­ 
men are • busy assessing where the 
economy is now. And so are just 
plain citizens. Their jobs, their in­ 
comes, their future planning, their 
savings, all are involved. 
The important figures on how busi­ 
ness and the citizenry fared in the 
first half of the y ear are in now. 
Most of the statistics are still on the 
favorable side. But some that in the 
past have turned lower well ahead 
of an actual downturn in the econ­ 
omy are nosing down again. 
This isn’t an infallible sign—any 
more than lower stock prices are. In 
both 1951 and 1956 when many of 
these harbingers turned down, the 
economy didn’t. It just leveled off 
for a time where it was—and right 
now that’s pretty high. 
Stock prices, in fact, are one of 
the leading indicators, supposed to 
foretell 
changes 
in 
the 
business 
climate some six months ahead. They 
started falling more than six months 
ago. 
New orders for durable- goods is 
another trend closely watched. The 
•lune total of $15.3 billion was some 
$2 billion lower than in January . 
Closely allied is the backlog of un­ 
fulfilled orders, now’ at $44 I billion, 
lowest since August 1961. Orders, 
new or unfilled, give an idea how 
busy the factories may be in coming 
months. 
But at midy ear, at any rate they 
were still humming in most indus­ 
tries.
